A resolution declaring a “ dark 
community invites pilfering 
,and 
other lawlessness and is a menace 
to property and society” and urg­ 
ing the city council 
to 
call an 
election for voting bonds in the 
sum of $65.000 or $75,000 was vot­ 
ed down yesterday because those 
opposing it wanted to make 
fur­ 
ther investigation of points made 
by the committee, and t to 
hear 
speakers who are not favorable to 
the proposition. 
“ W e find, from exhaustive in­ 
quiries, that the movement is both 
feasible and practicable, and that 
the cost would be 
approximately 
$75,000,” reads the report. 
Says City Poorly Lighted. 
“ W e are advised that there is 
ample room at the waterworks on 
W est First street for a suitable 
plant, and that the plant could be 
equipped with a two-unit system, 
with one unit thus in reserve for j 
an emergency. 
“ It is apparent that the city is 
now very poorly lighted, even when 
we are permitted to burn lights 
which we have. 
W e believe that 
a city can have no greater advertis­ 
ing than that of beautifully-lighted 
streets and avenues. 
Every main

namental lights.

Perhaps you are one 
of these easy-going, “slipshod” per­ 
sons, who has already lost the b est 
ou t of life and ignorant of it b e- 
j cau se of you r thou ghtlessness. 
You are more or less familiar| 
with Lu ke's accou nt of the lost coin 
' and the lost sheep and with his 
story of “The Prodigal Son”— thei 
b oy who was lost. 
Bu t do you | 
know as well what he tells u s ab ou t l 
Christ b eing lost?- and particu larly' 
the significance of that to u s? 
T he m other of Jesu s—the last; 
person you wou ld ever su spect— j 
was the first to lose him. 
They i 
su stained the most intim ate and 
tender relation. 
W ere of the same, 
charm ed family circle. 
Mother and 
son 
Bu t she loved him! 
If the 
m other of Jesu s lost him so easily, 
so completely, may we not b e in 
mu ch greater danger of losing him 
than we su ppose? 
Christ stands for pu rity, honor, 
integrity, 
sympathy, 
gentleness, 
love, in fact, for all of the stern 
and gentle virtu es in ou r lives. 
Have we lost any of these? 
Then 
to that extent we have lost Christ. 
W e may not have thou ght seriou sly 
of these losses. 
Bu t greai as these 
are. when we lose C hrist we have 
lost more than all these 
virtu es 
and graces. 
W hen we lose Christ 
we lose salvation. W e lose infinite­ 
ly more than the m other of Jesu s 
lost. 
She lost her b oy, and it m ay 
have b een at that tim e her only 
b oy. 
We lose ou r Savior—ou r 
oniv Savior—Acts 4:11, 12. 
The greatness of this salvation is 
incomprehensib le. It is mu ch more 
than to lose the teaching and ex­ 
ample of a ju st and good man. Sal­ 
vation throu gh Jesu s C hrist is from 
sin to righteou sness; from death 
to life: from hell to heaven. 
We 
never can know the completeness 
of this salvation; for we can never 
fu lly know from w hat we have es­ 
caped if.we gain heaven, nor can we 
know the greatness of the loss if 
we miss heaven. 
Jesu s was lost in the m ost u n­ 
likely place. 
In the tem ple; his 
F ather’s hou se. 
H is m other lost 
him there. 
How strange! 
Bu t 


Christ is never lost to any person 
in any place of sin. 
He cannot b e 
lost w here ne never has gone, and 
Christ ab sents himself from all that 
is sinfu l. 
He invariab ly parts com-1 
pany with the man or the woman 
who pu rposes going to any su ch I 
place. 
It ia then and there that; 
Christ is lost. Jesu s was lost**> his 
m other in the hou se of God. 
And 
we m ay lose Christ there. 
“ Su pposing him to b e in the com­ 
pany.”— v.44. 
The m other of Jesu s! 
made a grave m istake—and a ve r y ! 
common one—b y “su pposing him toj 
b e in the company.” 
It was a re­ 
ligiou s company. 
The people had 
b een to Jeru salem to worship; to 
attend one of the great feasts. 
Bu t! 
Christ was not in that company! ( 
W e are not ju stified in “su pposing” ! 
that he is in any religiou s assem-j 
b ly.

they had lost, him and did not know 
it! 
If Christ came into some of 
ou r chu rches now. wou ld he b e rec­ 
ognized? 
We sing w ith great on 
thu siasm —and with as great self- 
deception. 
“I shall know Him b y 
the prints of the nails in his hands.” 
Bu t Christ is lost to the m an who 
knows him in this way. 
The way 
that C hrist is to b e known is b y af­ 
finity. 
You do not know a certain 
man with whom you have b een ac­ 
qu ainted for m any years.

Mark b egins his Gospel with the 
preaching of John

Baptist. 
While Matthew and Lu ke give u s 
detailed accou nts of the b irth of 
Jesu s and.

day relating to His b ab yhood and 
childhood, Mark passes over in si­ 
lence all of the life of Jesu s u ntil 
he appeared b efore John

Ou r text today—the first eleven

Sin Natu ral to Man 
Consciou sness of sin is natu ral 
to man. 
Tolstoy, in reb u king 
what 
he 
called the “cu ltu red crowd.” says 
that religion is 
not 
su perstition 
and does not rest u pon 
a 
va gu e 
fear of the u nseen forces of na­ 
tu re. b ait does rest “on m an’s con­ 
sciou sness of his finitenrss amid 
an infinite u niverse and of his sin­ 
fu lness.”

the laws, or the rights and safety 
of others. 
You could see the
